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"I am me, and sometimes I pride 
myself in the fact that I am totally 
different than any other ding-a-ling in 
this world. I'm not super-special, 
but I've learned to take what I have 
and work from there. Sometimes I 
look in the mirror and think, 'Oh, I'd 
look so much better if my father would 
let me grow my hair long or if I 
weren't so young looking.' But other 
times when I look in the mirror I look 
beyond what's there and imagine 
myself as a real hard-guy or a Romeo 
with girls hanging all over me, or 
I just see myself as a beach bum with 
cut offs and barefoot. But really, I'm 
pretty conservative."

Indians Duneland co-champs; 
Sabo clinches state honors 

Varsity gridders led by Coach Les Klein pounded out an impressive 7-2-1 record tying Chesterton 
for the Duneland Conference crown. 

Because of an injury against East Gary, quarterback Jeff Antilla was sidelined for the re- 
mainder of the season. Sophomore Kelvin Riley, taking over against fifth ranked Valparaiso, drove 
the Big Red Machine for 348 yards, causing a 26-0 upset over the Vikings. 

After Valpo, the Indians grabbed a victory over Hobart, placing PHS in first place with Chester- 
ton for the Duneland Conference tTophy. Both PHS and Chesterton crossed the goal line in the sec- 
ond quarter and extra point attempts tied the score at 7-7. In fourth quarter action, the Trojans took 
control of the ball and charged down field into Indian territory. With only seconds to play, junior 
Rick Sabo intercepted a pass, ending the game at a 7-7 tie. 

Ending the ten-game season, the Tribe accumulated 217 points and held their opponents to only 
85. Averaging 5.7 yards per carry in 139 carries, senior Ted Harper led the Tribe in yards gained 
on the sod. Sabo led the charge in the air with 459 yards and 19 receptions. Harper and senior 
Tom Taylor grabbed leading spots in TD's with 13 and 5, respectively. 

Senior Bernard Sarnowski led the Indians in tackles with 28 solos. Junior Paul Burch and Sabo 
followed with 26. Linebackers Dave Coons and Chris Knutsen took 21 each. Coons also made 74 
assists, highest for the Tribe, while Knutsen trailed with 62. Burch accumulated 53 assists. Sarnow- 
ski and Coons sacked their opponents seven times each for minus yardage. 

In the backfield, defensive end Sabo picked off 10 passes, leading the interception category. 

Sabo and Harper were named to the All-Lake Porter County team. Sabo was also selected to 
honorable mention for the state team.

Harriers take fourth in state; 
finish dual season undefeated 


Besides ending with a 13-0 undefeated dual 
meet season, the first ever for PHS, the Portage 
cindermen brought home titles from four invi- 
tationals, the Duneland Conference, and sec- 
tionals, while placing second in regionals and 
fourth in state. 

Among the 16 teams participating in the state 
meet, PHS finished with 164 points. Only second 
year state champs of Southport and North- 
western Howard and Griffith placed ahead of 
Portage. The Indians cross-country team was the 
only team in any athletic sport to ever represent 
Portage in a state meet. 

With seniors Al Vaught, Doug Pauley, and 
Jim Brown finishing in the first 20, Portage 
placed second in regionals with 77 points, 30 
behind first placed Griffith. During sectionals, 
the Tribe showed great potential by taking the 
first sectional crown in PHS' history with a new 
record of 22 points. The old record was sent by 
Hobart 17 years ago. 

Leading the harriers in the Duneland Confer- 
ence meet were Brown and Pauley capturing 
third and fourth places, respectively. The In- 
dians as a team racked up 28 points with Michi- 
gan City Rogers taking a far second with 69. 

Traveling to Indianapolis, the Indians grabbed 
another first at the Patriot Invitational. Running 
against undefeated teams such as Elkhart, Fort 
Wayne Elmhurst, and Worthington, Ohio, the 
PHS harriers finished with their first five runners 
in the top 16. 

Adding even more to the record books, PHS 
took the Hobart and LaPorte Invitationals for 
the first time, after winning the new Prairie In- 
vitational for the second year in a row.

Varsity Cagers 
grab sectionals; 
Cahillane MVP 

After winning their second straight sectional 
title and only the third ever, the Big Red cagers 
pushed on to the regional defeating third- 
ranked South Bend St. Joseph's for Portage's 
second regional win in history and a 13-12 sea- 
son record. 

This was to be a year of rebuilding after 
losing the starting five the year before. The 
Tribe won the big opener against rival Valpo 
but dropped ten of the next 13 starts, including 
the holiday tourney opener against host Hunt- 
ington. Returning that evening, Portage battled 
Muncie North in a consolation match for third 
place. After a tie at the end, the two teams 
continued on into an overtime, then another; and 
finally Portage pulled it through in the third 
overtime. 

The turning point came late in January when 
the Indians put it all together, winning five of 
the last six regular season games. 

Going into sectionals, Portage downed fa- 
vored Chesterton in the opener and came face to 
face with highly respected Valpo, who defeated 
No. 4 Roosevelt. With the Indians running a 
tight man-to-man defense, Valpo never man- 
aged to come closer than five points to the lead 
as Portage led by 12 points at the final buzzer. 
Forty points decided the winner when the In- 
dians went up against the Senators of Washing- 
ton Township in the championship game of the 
sectional. 

Seniors Jeff Anti I la and Mark Cahillane, along 
with junior Rick Sabo, led the Tribe to the South 
Bend regional as representatives of the All- 
Sectional team from Chesterton. 

The previous year No. 5 South Bend Adams 
was victimized by the Portage roundballers; and 
this year the Big Red Machine, entering the re- 
gional as underdogs, repeated the action by 
dropping South Bend St. Joe from the remaining 
32 teams in the IHSAA tourney. Come regional 
finals, Michigan City Elston proved worthy of 
their No. 1 ranking as the Tribe fell short of City 
24 points at the end of the game. 

Both Cahillane and Sabo left the Notre Dame 
Convocation Center and Arena with the All-Re- 
gional team honors.

Hosting their first holiday wrestling tourney, 
PHS grapplers emerged on top with 100 points 
and concluded the season with a 9-1 dual meet 
record, the best since 1969.

Winning their second Duneland Conference 
title in a row and placing second in the sec- 
tionals highest finish in Portage history, high- 
lighted the 1972 track team season. 

Ending with a record of 9-3-1 for the season, 
the cindermen succeeded in breaking two school 
records and tying one. With senior Dave Coons 
breaking his own record in the pole vault a 
number of times and finally stopping at 1 3 ' 7 y 2 ” 
a new high, and junior Rick Sabo in the long 
jump with a record leap of 2T7 , / 2 ”, Steve Rick- 
mon also tied the record in the 100 yd. dash with 
a time of 10.1.
